THE PARADISE ORPHANAGE 


Will be Ready for Occupancy About 


July 1st. 


The Paradise Orphanage in sight of 


Abbotlstown. is nearing completion, 
the contractors have worked on the 
buildings for three years and will 
have buildings and grounds complet- 
ed by July 1st. 


The main building, which is Gothic 


in architecture, two stories in height, 
with an attic, is 196 by 99 feet in size, 
and is built of brick -with brown stone 
trimmings, and slate and copper roof- 
ing.The site on which the orphanage is 
located is one of the most picturesque 
in that section. From the dome of the 
building, which stands on a knoll, the 
surrounding towns of East Berlin, 
Hampton. Abbottstown and New Ox- 
ford, as well as other distant points 
can be plainly seen on clear days with 
the naked eye. 


A large campus surrounds the build- 


ings, which has been leveled and 
planted with trees and 
shrubbery. 


Walks and driveways, together with 
numerous flower beo? have been laid 
out. which adds to the beauty of the 
surroundings. 


In addition to the main building, is 


a brick laundry building 25 by 35 feet 
in size, with basement, in which is 
installed the necessary equipment for 
a first class laundry. 


The water plant which is in the 


basement 
of the laundry building, 


compnses an artesian well 150 feet 
in depth, a large stc-am engine and 
rump, with two large storage tanks 
?.f. by 5 feet in size, rrom which water 
is forced through the buildings by hy- 
draulic prtssure.

Another building 90 by 100 feet, ad- 


joining the main ouilding. will be 
used as a place, of recreation by the 
boys. 


The first floor of the main building 


contains the chapel, 36 by 64 feet in 
size with a gallery, and thirteen other 
rooms, comprising offices, recitation 
and reception rooms and toilet and 
bath rooms. 


The second floor comprises a lava- 


tory £2 by 20 feet in size, a dormitory 
50 by 26 feet, four reading rooms, reci- 
tation room 50 by 28 feet, communi- j 
eating hospital rooms, offices and toi- 
let rooms. 


The basement is laid off with a 


kitchen, a dining room, bakery, store 
room, toilet and bath rooms, play 
rooms and the furnace room, in which 
is installed two immense boilers, the 
work shops, coal bins, and gas plant. 


The interior is finished in chestnut 


with sand finished walls, and is fitted 
throughout with everything modern 
such as gas, steam heat, baths, and toi 
let. The entire basement foors are 
laid with "terrasse." 
The disposal 


plant is located a distance of 300 feet 
from the main building. 


The Orphanage will cost $75.000. 


and will accommodate about 800 boys, 
who will be taught trades and farm- 
ing The orphanage property, includ- 
ing the farm, contains over 200 acres.

State Department of Health, is spend- 
ing several days in and about New 
Oxford inquiring into conditions there 
which might have something to do 
with the unusual number of cages of 
typhoid fever, which have been re- 
ported from that section during the 
past few mouths. 


Twenty-eight cases of the disease 


have beeu reported to the slate de- 
partment from New Oxford aud vi- 
cinity since January !. and it was 
deemed necessary to take some steps 
to ascertain the can fee. 


Mr. Irvin takes each case aud ex- 


amines iuto its history, hoping iu '.his 
way to trace back to the original 
cause of the disease. The sources of 
water supply together with those of 
the milk and ice furnished to New Ox- 
ford and surrounding townships will 
come iu for their share of attention. 
The department s representative wjJl 
spend some time iu the work before 
preparing his report. 


The cases of typhoid fever in aud 


about New Oxford have been met suc- 
cessfully by the physicians iu attend- 
ance and uot a single death from the 
disease has occurred iu the town while 
ouly one bas occurred iu the near vi- 
cinity.

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NEW LAWS OF PENNSYLVANIA 


The present legislature is well start- 


ed iuto the second hundred of new- 
laws aud as an early adjournment is 
sought, by eud of May if possible, new 
laws by tne dox.eus and hundreds will 
be rushed through. Anioug the new 
Acte are the following : 


An Act enlarging the powers of cou- 


btabifcs to terve any summons issued 
by a Justice of the peace anywhere in 
county but costs of (service shall not 
exceed the cost if the summon? had 
been directed to tbe constable ot dis- 
trict where party resided. 


An Act providing that any law 


judge who can spare time to sit in the 
court? of other districts shall rile with 
the prothouotarv of the Supreme Court 
a statement of weeks or mouths durintr 
whicn he is willing to be assigned to 
work in other judicial districts aud to 
receive $20 a day aud expenses. 


An Act appropriating £io,000for the 


payineut of deficiency iu expenses in- 
curred iu prevention and extinguish- 
ment of forest fires. 


Aii Act providing for the burial of 


iudigeut persons who shall hereafter 
die in the county at the expense or the 
county poor district. The Act provides 
however that the bodies must be those 
unclaimed by relatives aud are unfit 
for anatomical purposes. 


An Act authorizing the Courts lo 


act in cases where the jury have dis- 
agreed and there have Lieeu requested 
binding instructiaus. 


An Act authorizing the Courts to 


determine whether issues should be j 
framed and sent to a jury in divorce 
cases. 


An Act providing tiiat the commit- 


ment aud discharge fees to which the 
Sheriff is entitled iu a criminal case 
shall be paid by the County. . 


An Act providing that the election 


of surviving husbands and wives*, to 
take uuder or against wills shall be iu 
writing signed, acknowledged aud re- 
corded. 


An Act appropriating !?690,000 to re- 


imburse townships in this and other 
counties for abolishing the work tax 
on public roads. The act of 1905 had 
provided a percentage to be paid town- 
ehip where the road tax was paid in 
cash aud there has not been sufficient 
appropriations to take care of this re- 
bate which is now provided.

"Order 78," 
Issued by Presideut 


Roosevelt on March 15, 1904, provided 
for a wholesale increase iu the pension 
list. This was au exculive order and 
was done, so it was eouteued at the 
time, without authority of law. It 
brought ou the passage of the MeCum- 
ber act of 1907, legali/.iug what the 
Roosevelt order had done and going a 
step beyond. Order 78 provide that in 
the adjudication of claims for peusiou 
uuder the act of Juue '21, 
Ib'.iu, as 


amended by the act of May 9, H)0u, 
it should be takeu aud considered as 
au evidential fact, it the contrary did 
not appear, that when a claimant had 
passed the age of G2 years he would be 
disabled one-half iu ability to perform 
manual labor, aud, it all other legal 
requirements wete properly met, 
would be entitled to be rated at 56 a 
mouth; after 65 years at j-S a mouth; 
after OS years at blO a month, and alter 
70 year.s at §>Jii a mouth. 


From April 13, 1!04, the date this 


older took eflect, uutil Juue JO, liM)9,

This executive order resulted iu the 


passage of the McCuniber law of Feb- 
ruary 6, 1907, which grants pensious 
to those who sen ed 90 days or more 
in the military or naval service of the 
United States during the Civil War, or 
60 days in the Mexican War and were 
honorably discharged. This law pro- 
vides that these men should be paid 
$12 a mouth wheu 62 years of age, jl-5 
a month when 70 and $20 a mouth 
when 75 years. The Roosevelt order 
made the age of 62 years count as half 
disability. 
The McUumber act pro- 


vided for a straight-out, age-service 
pension.

amount he would have been given if 
totally disabled, commencing with 
the date of Ins death. The amounts 
under this law varied according to 
time of death aud other considerations, 
the average being about SS a mouth. 


Then came the so called "Pauper 


Peusiou act" of Juue 27, 18!M>, which 
extended the provisions ofthe Wid- 
ows' Pension law of 18S2 to the widow 
of any soidier who had seived 90 days 
regardless of the cause of his death 
aud giving her >8 a mouth if she did 
not possess more than *2-50. This act 
required widows to show dependency, 
but removed the requirement that the 
death of the soldier should be incident 
to ser\ ice. 


That continued to be the law uutil 


April 19. 1908, wheu the Sulloway act 
waa approved by President Roosevelt. 
This increased to $12 a mouth the peu- 
sious to widows, minor children aud 
helpless tumors. The limitations as 
to $250 income were entirely removed, 
but the act provided that the widow 
musk have married the soldier prior to 
June 27, 1890. So far as widows' claims ' 
are concerned, this supeiseded the act!

A decision was handed down last 


week by the Supreme Court of the 
State which directly effects the term 
of Judge B. McC. Swope iu 
the 


Adams—Fulton district. 


Tbe case decided arose by Judge 


Barrett of Philadelphia asking lor a 
mandamus to compel an election in 
1911 to fill bis position, tbe term of 
which will expire Jan. 1, 1913. This 
request was based on tbe proposition 
that tbe municipal election of 1911 
would be the one Immediately prece- 
ding the expiration of his term. The 
Dauphin County Court refused to con- 
strue the law in such a way that an 
election to fill an office would take 
place fourteen months before the ex- 
piration of the term and held that at 
the expiration of his term, Jan. ], 1913 
the Governor would appoint a succes 
sor until the election in Nov. 1D13. This 
view of the Lower Court was affirmed 
by tbe Supreme Court. 


This decision settles the position of 


tbe judgeship in Adams County. The 
second term of Judge 8, McC. Swope 
will expire Jan. 1. 191-5. There will be 
no election of judge in 1913. The term 
expiring Jan. 1, 1915, there will be a 
vacancy in the office from that time 
until after the election of Nov. 1915 or 
until Jan. 1, 1916 when the term of 
the judge elected in Nov. 1915 will be- 
gin. 
Governor Tener's term will ex- 


pire with the end of the year 1914 and 
it will be up to the next Governor 
elected in Nov. 1914 and assuming of- 
fice Jan. 1, 1915 to appoint a Judge for 
the Adams—Fulton District for the 
year 1915 unless Governor Tener un 
dertakes to make the appointment as 
one of the last acts of his administra- 
tion.

Sproul Road Bill to Become Law. 
The present session of the Legisla- 


ture will come to an end tomorrow 
Thursday, Ascension Day and before 
adjournment is reached the Sproul 
road bill will have become a law or all 
the indications are wrong. The Sproul 
road bill passed the House last week 
with 200 members recorded in the af- 
firmative and none in the negative.

The Cemetery At Gettysburg. 


g to its uortheru location, Get- 


tysburg was oue of the liifet battle- 
fields 0» the Civil War to witness the 
inauguration of systematic- plaus for 
the collection iu a beautiful cemetery 
of the bodies of those who had talleu 
for the I'uiou. Altuobt before the roar 
of hostile cauuoii had died away, Hou 
David Wills had formulated hie plaus 
aud hud eulisted the warm ollicia! 
suppoit of Governor A. G. Curtiu. The 
plot selected was dedicated, some four 
mouths, later, by Abraham Lincoln iu 
a few simple words which have be- 
come the Btaudard for purity of dic- 
tion ana felicity of thought wherever 
the English language is spoken. Here 
Edward Everett, General O. O. How- 
ard, Bayard Taylor, (Jol. Charles G 
Halpiue aud a host of others have de- 
livered oratious and poems of worth. 


For many years the authorities of 


the States having commands iu the 
Federal Attny of the Potomac that 
fought at Gettysburg carried on the 
work aud cared for this resting place 
of the dead, aud then it was handed 
over to the national government. 


Institution of National Cemeteries. 


Soou after the civil conflict closed 


the national government began pre- 
parations on an extensive scale for 
placing in proper burial places all who 
had lalleu iu 
the great 
struggle, 


whether slain ou the battlefield or the 
victims of disease iu hospitals aud of 
starvation in prison peus. Thus iu a 
few years national cemeteries arose 
that far surpassed the oue at Gettys- 
burg, both in area aud the number of 
dead iuterred. The close association 
of the Gettysburg cemetery, however, 
\\ith the great pivotal battleof the war 


864 were unknown. 


The uumber of interments ha* been 


somewhat increased since that time 
aa eveu to tha present day skeletons 
•re yearly diaeloaed ou the various 
battlefields through the work of the 
agriculturist or excavation* for im 
proveineuts.

Hills, N. Y., with 4,894 dead ; Finn's 
Point, N.J., with. 2,tilo, all but 100 of 
whom are unknown ; Gettysburg, Pa. 
with over -'J.600,. of whom I,til2 are uu- 
kuowu ; Philadelphia, Pa., with orer 
2,300; Mound Uity, 11!., with 5,iJ9, of 
whom -2,163 ace unknown, aud Wood- 
lawn cemetery, EJrnira, N. V., with 
over 3,100. 


But uot eveu national lines bound 


the government's care for its brave 
soldiers. In Mexico, just outside the 
limits of the city of Moutezurnas, is a 
United States uat'oual cemetery in 
which repose the boues of those who 
fell beneath the flag whom General 
Wiuneld Scott captured that city, and 
iu this ground may be buried any loy- 
al soldier of the Civil War who dies in 
the laud of the A/tec, 
should his 


friends so desire. 


But, 
of course, the Southern States, 


having been the scene of nearly all 
the active operations of the great war, 
it is in them that most of the nation- 
al cemeteries are found. Large nu fi- 
bers of Union dead weie removed 
from Gettysburg, Antietam and points 
near 
Washington 
to their 
forinei 


homes by sorrowing friends. At more 
distant southern points this was i/n- 
practicable aud substantially .ill the 
dead were buried where they fell of- 
ten in trenches and pits which were 
never oyened again till the contest 
had closed. To speak very briefly of 
a few of the most celebi ated of tho.se 
resting places of the ration'-:; dead 
will be the object of the mimiu.Un- of 
this article. 


Vicksburg National Cemetery con- 


tains more dead soldieis who wore 
the blue than anj other in th«^ United 
States, the number being 16,618, of 
whom 12,719 are unknown. In fact, 
many of these sacred spots consecrat- 
ed by a grateful nation might proper- 
ly be called cemeteries of the "name- 
less," for in thirty one of them the 
number of "unknown" buried exceeds 
the -known" Not all the unknown, 
however, are in these last resting 
places; for, with all the care exercis- 
ed by the government's agents, many 
buried on the field In unmarked 
graves were never found. They rest 
beneath the sod and the dew, {n mo- 
rass and in plantation, in lonely dell 
and on mountain crag. From their 
remains harvests have grown and 
been gathered; over them forests have 
been matured. Their earthly abiding 
place will remain unknown and un- 
marked till time ends. 


Each rear since the institution of 


the national cemeteries all of them 
have been Improved and beautified bv

the employees of 'the government un- 
til most of them have been made by 
the landscape gardner into miracles 
of beauty. Often great natural dis- 
advantages were overcome laborious- 
ly. This was especially the case at 
Vicksburg. 
When 
the government 


first obtained the ground it was a suc- 
cession of ridges and gullies, barren 
and repulsive in appearance. To-day 
it has been transformed into a vistas 
of terrares, sloping hillsides and shad 
ed nooks with few rivals in the coun- 
try. 


There are seven national cemeteries 


in the State of Tennessee, of which 
the oue at Nashville is the largest. It 
contains the remains of 16.534 Union 
soldiers, being a close second to Vicks- 
burg. It lies six miles north of the 
city along the Louisville & Nashville 
railroad, which divides it into almost 
equal parts 
It contains the dead of 


the battles at Nashville, Franklin, Gal- 
latin, Bowling Green, Cave Ci'y and 
other points in Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky. 


The cemetery at Chattanooga is one 


of tlie most beautiful in the land. 
Here rest the Union soldiers who fell

S. regular army are buried on these 
grounds from time to time, it is prob- 
able that it now contains more defend- 
ers of the uatiou than any other na- 
tional cemetery of our land. 


Seven miles from Memphis is a ui- 


lioual

bodies, of which neniber 5,818 a>-e un- 
known. Here aie buried the dead or 
many battlefields of Arkansas, Missis- 
sippi, Western Tennessee and Western 
Kentucky, including the heroes who 
died at Island No. 10 and Fort Pillow. 
The graves are arranged in imrallei 
rows, the known beiug grouped bv 
States.

The cemetery at Andersonville con- 


tains 13,702 bodies, neatly all of whom 
were from the loathsome prison pen 
there located. 
At Salisbury, N. c 


thousands ot Union soldiers, "prisoners' 
of wa., were herded together like cat- 
tle. 
Tortured by starvation, weaken- 


ed by disease, broken in spirit, with 
ihe scantiest ot medical attention be- 
yond all hope or help, they died off by 
myriads and were buried promiscuous- 
ly in 18 shallow trenches, each "40 
teet long. Nor until the final trun>net 
sounds will the number lying within 
the Salisbury cemetery be known. Of 
12.132 corpses that it is known are de- 
posited there, there is a record of the 
names of 97. The most the govern- 
ment could do was to decently reinter 
these nameless martyrs. 


The number burled in the elevated 


plot overlooking the Antietam field is 
4,688. The location, just outside the 
town of Snarpsburg, is a 
oeautiful 


one, which is being rendered more or- 
nate each year. 


Virginia, as the greatest battlefield 


of the Rebellion, contains one-fifth of 
all the national cemeteries, and one- 
fifth of all the Union soldiers whose 
remains repose in our national ceme- 
teries sleep in Virginia soil. Within 
a radius of fifteen miles from Rich- 
mond there are seven of these resting 
places of the nation's dead. The seven- 
teen cemeteries of the State contain 
the bodies of 73,320 Union soldiers, 
known and unknown. Those around 
Richmond contain the remains of 
those who fell in the various cam- 
paigns for the capture of the Confed- 
erate capital, as well as the victims of 
the prison pens of Libby, Pembertou 
Belle Isle and Castle Thunder. The 
cemetery at City Point.

.DANIEL S. CHRONISTER EX-PRO- 
THONOTAKYAND ASSO. JUDGE

HON.

A Test by Which May Be Discerned 


the Digital Effluvia. 


There is au experiment, first tnade 


by Dr. J. Maxwell, advocate general at 
the court of appeals in Paris, a dis- 
tinguished magistrate and physician, 
which may be repeated in any drawing 
room. 


Place a screen covered with a dark 


colored cloth in front of a window so 
that the light falls full upon it. Be- 
tween the window and the screen put 
the subject of your experiment. 
Let 


him hold his hands, palms toward the 
breast, finger tips touching, in such a 
position that they are projected against 
the dark background of the screen. 
Then bid him slowly separate his 
hands, keeping the fingers extended 
widely. Standing behind him you will 
ebserve a sort of bluish gray cloud 
which seems to unite one hand to the 
»ther. 
Eight people out of ten will 


see this, says Vance Thompson in 
Hampton's 
Magazine. 
In 300 tests 


made by Dr. Maxwell personally 250 
folk of one sex and the other discerned 
the digital effluvia; about 5 per cent 
6aw it tinged a decided blue, "two saw 
It yellow in tone, and in one instance 
the spectator saw it of a reddish hue. 


The experiment succeeds best iu a 


warm room. 
Cold and damp work 


against it. The duration of durability 
is four or five seconds.
